At present, Yu goslav ia is

ognizes diplomatically . 


ADENAl’ER AIAVAYS has 
threatened to break relations 
with any cou ntry which rec­ 
ognizes the East German gov - 
ernment. He holds that su ch 
recognition 
will 
m a k e 
it 
harder to attain the u nifica­ 
tion of Germany . 
Now .Adenau er mu st decide 
w hether to mak e good his 
threat, and 
break relations 
with Yu goslav ia, or to accept 
Tito’s decision. 
He 
mu st 
also 
d e c i d e 
whether to accord recognition 
to semi-independent Commu ­ 
nist Poland, which also recog­ 
nizes East Germany , and pos­ 
sibly later to Czechoslov ak ia 
and other Commu nist cou n­ 
tries. 
A denau er had been think ­ 
ing for some time abou t the 
adv isability 
of 
recognizing 
Poland, despite its own recog­ 
nition of the East .Germans. 
One reason for that is the 
possibility 
of 
establishing 
profitable trade relations with 
Poland. 


BUT THERE IS danger in 
the recogBitiobT<^Iicy . If Ade­ 
nau er fails to break relations 
with Yu goslav ia, it will be a 
back down from his demand 
that all cou ntries ou tside the 
immediate Sov iet bloc main­ 
tain a boy cott of the East 
German regime. Some non- 
Commu nist 
cou ntries might 
be tempted to follow Tito’s 
su it. 
This is the second blow that 
Tito has dealt to Adenau er 
within one month. 
The first came du ring the 
v isit Wlady slaw Gomu lk a, Po­ 
lish Commu nist leader, paid 
to Tito last month. On Sept. 
16 , Tito and Gomu lk a signed 
a joint declaration calling for 
the establishment of the pres­ 
ent line along the Oder and 
Neisse riv ers as the perma­ 
nent frontier between Ger­ 
many and Poland. 


JUST WHAT Tito’s motiv e 
is in deciding to recognize 
East Germany at this moment 
is not qu ite clear. It seems 
to hav e no connection with 
the cu rrent v isit of Marshal

fense minister, to Yu goslav ia. 
Bu t certainly Tito’s decision 
IS a v ictory for Ru ssia. 
Adenau er 
apparently

from Bonn, the West German 
capital, say that he will do

presentation of his cabinet to 
the newly elected West Ger­ 
man parliament.

They learned that the bricks 
had to be kept co v ered the 
first three day s. To tal co st 
per brick: o ne-fo urth cent. 
They began in the po st-war 
y ears when machinery was 
still hard to get.

jam until its gears fro ze. Bo b 
rebuilt the three ho rsepo wer 
mo to r, and it’s been wo rking 
ev er since. 
JUST TO GIVE an idea o f 
the wo rk, they sho v eled 
a 
ho le big eno ugh fo r a 2 6 x 4 9 
fo o t swimming po o l to build 
their 2 0 by 3 0 fo o t co ttage. 
Ev ery sho v elful had to be 
sifted by hand, then mix ed to 
mud, adding asphalt emulsio n 
fo r waterpro o fing. B r i c k s 
were made two at a time in a 
metal-lined mo ld which was 
remo v ed immediately . 


They had to dry at least 
three weeks befo re being laid.

To many people the word “duck” is used for two different 
birds, either a wild duck or the domestic variety. Others have 
discovered the name mallard which they use for almost every­ 
thing that even remotely resembles a duck. Just as people 
call any and all hawks “chicken hawks,” they seem to be con­ 
tent with duck as the ultimate name for webbed foot birds. 
There are over 140 species of wild ducks and over 25 kinds 
may be seen in the West. 
The green-winged teal is one of the smaller local ducks 
that is in a group known as surface-feeding ducks because 
they feed by tipping in shallow water for their food. They feed 
on a variety of plant foods such as rice, seeds of grasses and 
weeds, berries, acorns and wild grapes. They also feed on in­ 
sects, crustaceans, worms and snails. Fortunately they seem 
to prefer the plant foods which accounts for their fine tasting 
flesh. 
The green-winged teal is a small duck that averages about 
14 inches in length and is gray in general color with a brown 
head and a white mark in front of the wing. In good light the 
green wing spot, called the speculum, and a green patch on 
the side of the head can be seen. The female isn’t quite as col­ 
orful as the male and is generally speckled brown above and 
whitish below. She also has the iridescent green patch or 
speculum on the wing. 
Like the other surface-feeding ducks, the teal can be seen 
in a variety of habitats but are most common on the smaller 
bodies of water. They spring into the air when frightened 
rather than having to run on the water as do the diving ducks 
in order to take off. The small size and rapid flight of the teal 
will usually serve as good points of distinction when they are 
in a mixed flock of ducks. 
The green-winged teal is a common bird in the duck 
hunter’s bag and usually a welcome one, despite their small 
size, because of their fine flavor.

backg ro und. Tulips and ran­

wo nderfully suited fo r pair­ 
ing with Dutch Iris.

So me sug g ested plants fo r use 
with Dutch Iris bulbs are 
candy tuft, Shasta Daisies and 
clarkia. 
Once put in the g ro und, 3 
o r 4 inches deep and abo ut 6 
inches apart, the bulbs may 
be left in the g ro und fo r y ears 
in warm winter reg io ns. If 
they are remo v ed at the end 
o f the blo o ming seaso n, they 
sho uld no t be kept o ut o f the 
g ro und mo re than 2 o r 3 
mo nths. 
These undemanding bulbs 
flo urish in well-drained, po r­ 
o us so il and in full sun. In 
co ld areas, such as mo untain 
reg io ns, a deep mulch is best 
laid o v er the planted area to 
keep the bulbs warm.

The 82-nation a s s e m b l y 
voted 66-0 to take up Syria’s 
complaint that Turkey men­ 
aces her security. High point 
of the debate, however, is ex­ 
pected to be Russia’s compan­ 


ion charge that the United Sta­ 
tes is goading Turkey into an 
invasion of Syria. 


Both the United States and 
Turkey have denied repeated 
accusations, but they said they 
would welcome a full airing of 
the charges. Debate is expected 
to begin Tuesday. 


As the U. N. agreed to look 
into the crisis, the Soviet Union 
renewed a warning t h a t it 
would go to Syria’s aid in case 


of attack. 
A statement issued in Mos­ 
cow also charged Turkey plan­ 
ned to attack along 180 miles of 
Syria’s northern border “with 
the support of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet.” It said Britain had con­ 
sented to a top-secret war plan. 
Turkey’s Ambassador Sey- 
fullah Esin charged in a U.N. 
Steering Committee debate that 
Russia was trying to intimidate 
his country by creating a ficti­ 
tious situation.

Marin Darkest Spot In

Marin and Napa were joined 
by Sonoma in showing a de­ 
cline as compared with Sep­ 
tember, 19^6. 
Figures for Marin, as com­ 
piled by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, U.S. Department of 
Labor, show: September, 1956, 
$2,789.000; August, 1957, $3,- 
733.000; September, 1957, $2,- 


504.000. 
In residential construction, 
the Marin picture for Septem­ 
ber was also dark as compared 
with August and with Septem­ 
ber, 1956. 
Figures 
are: 
September,

Figures for the nine-county 
area as a whole reflected a 
healthy increase over both of 
the months used for compari­ 
son, but the jump was due al­ 
most entirely to a big increase 
in Santa Clara County, where 
resumption of a housing boom 
brought a near-record number 
of building permits.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
State Study Of Quacks Must 
Result In Effective Control 


On Monday in Los Angeles, the Sen* 
ate Interim Committee on Public Health 
opens its first public hearing. It will be 
a two-day affair. 
Topic of the hearing will be: ‘ How 
prevalent are fraudulent, dangerous, 
unscientific and deceptive practices in 
the field of treatment of disease in Cali­ 
fornia ?” 
This is the committee, you may re­ 
member, which was set up to study 
quackery in the state. It was a compro­ 
mise arrangement after a Senate com­ 
mittee had refused passage to badly 
needed cancer quack regulations at the 
last session of the Legislature. 
Now the committee, headed by Sen­ 
ator John F. Thompson of Santa Clara 
county, is investigating medical quacks 
and will recommend, we pray, realistic 
measures to control quackery. 
Yet there is an unsettling thought 
that constantly follows the creation of 
a special interim committee. Often, you 
almost can say usually, an interim com­ 
mittee is created as a sop, a method of 
burying legislation too h^t to handle 
We hope this will not happen here. 
There is too much at stake. 
At stake might be your life. 
It is deplorable that each year mil­ 
lions of dollars are spent by the public 
on 
fake 
treatment and 
cures from 
quacks of all sizes and shapes. But even 
worse is the valuable time lost while a 


quack reduces the checking account of a 
victim. 
Time in many instances is life. Take 
cancer as an example. Cancer diagnosed 
and treated properly in its early stages 
is often quite easily cured. Some of the 
killing types found in women can be 
immediately controlled and eliminated 
through already known and widely used 
procedures. 
But these same cases, delayed in pro­ 
per treatment while a quack applies 
salves, pills or hocus pocus, can quickly 
pass the point of cure and become lethal. 
The public has the right to expect pro­ 
tection against such risks. It is up to the 
Legislature to give it to them. 
And specifically it is now up to the 
Senate Interim Committee On Public 
Health. Each of its hearings deserves 
careful scrutiny by the general public. 
Each of its hearings should be crowded 
with testimony from the people who 
know quackery best— its victims. 
Un­ 
fortunately, many of these will never 
again be able to appear before any com­ 
mittee. 
So to Senators Thompson, John W. 
Beard of El Centro, James E. Busch of 
Ukiah, Fred H. Kraft of San Diego, and 
Richard Richards of Los Angeles, we 
send this plea for an honest appraisal 
and then ACTION in the next possible 
legislative 
session 
to 
prevent 
more 
quacks from making California a happy 
hunting ground.

Accident-Proneness Is Disease, 


New Research Theory Holds 


NEW YORK iJF—One out of 
five of the 95,000 persons 
killed in accidents in America 
in 1956, it is estimated, was 
accident-prone. 
“ Accident - proneness is a 
disease . . . a psychosomatic 
manifestation 
of 
a 
disease 
process,” said Dr. John Hen­ 
derson 
Dr. Henderson, medical di­ 
rector of Johnson and John­ 
son, New Brunswick. N.J., is 
one of a growing number of 
experts in the field who feel 
that the nation's high acci­ 
dent rate cannot be effective­ 
ly lowered until it is realized 
that accident-proneness is an 
ailment. 


THE ACCIDENT toll last 
year, beside 95.000 dead, in- 


clided 9.500.000 injured, of 
whom 350,000 suffered per­ 
manent physical impairment 
The National Safety Council 
estimated the cost at $11.200,- 
000.000 in property damage 
and time lost from work. 
As the result of careful 
studies 
scientists 
now 
feel 
they can often detect by psy­ 
chological tests the accident- 
prone person, who is usually 
either maladjusted emotional­ 
ly or immature in judgment, 
or both. 


“Accident-proneness is part­ 
ly a m atter of age.” said Dr. 
Henderson. “It is not alto­ 
gether an accident that the 
leading cause of death from 
the age of one to about 25 
is accidents. This is the pe-

ing West Germany's entire 
policy toward the Communist 
states of Eastern Europe. 
The review has been forced 
upon Adenauer by the deci­ 
sion 
of 
President 
Tito 
of 
Yugoslavia to recognize the 
East German puppet regime. 
At present, Yugoslavia is 
the only Communist country 
— besides Soviet Russia itself 
— which West Germany rec­ 
ognizes diplomatically. 


ADENAUER ALWAYS has 
threatened to break relations 
with any country which rec­ 
ognizes the East German gov­ 
ernment. He holds that such 
recognition 
will 
m a k e 
it 
harder to attain the unifica­ 
tion of Germany. 
Now Adenauer must decide 
w hether to make good his 
threat, and break relations 
with Yugoslavia, or to accept 
Tito's decision. 
He 
must 
also 
d e c i d e 
w hether to accord recognition 
to semi-independent Commu­ 
nist Poland, which also recog­ 
nizes East Germany, and pos­ 
sibly later to Czechoslovakia 
and other Communist coun­ 
tries. 
Adenauer had been think­ 
ing for some time about the 
advisability 
of 
recognizing 
Poland, despite its own recog­ 
nition of the East Germans. 
One reason for that is the 
possibility 
of 
establishing 
profitable trade relations with 
Poland. 


BI T ¿THERE IS danger in 
the recognitiolvpolicy. If Ade­ 
nauer fails to break relations 
with Yugoslavia, it will be a 
backdown from his demand 
that all countries outside the 
immediate Soviet bloc main­ 
tain a boycott of the East 
German regime. Some non- 
Communist countries might 
be tempted to follow Tito’s 
suit. 
This is the second blow that 
Tito has dealt to Adenauer 
within one month. 
The first came during the 
visit Wladyslaw Gomulka, Po­ 
lish Communist leader, paid 
to Tito last month. On Sept. 
16. Tito and Gomulka signed 
a joint declaration calling for 
the establishment of the pres­ 
ent line along the Oder and 
Neisse rivers as the perm a­ 
nent frontier between Ger­ 
many and Poland. 


JUST WHAT Tito’s motive 
is in deciding to recognize 
East Germany at this moment 
is not quite clear. It seems 
to have no connection with 
the current visit of Marshal 
Georgi 
Zhukov, 
Soviet 
de­ 
fense minister, to Yugoslavia 
But certainly Tito’s decision 
is a victory for Russia. 
Adenauer 
apparently 
in­ 
tends to take his time in de 
ciding what to do. Dispatches 
from Bonn, the West German 
capital, say that he will do 
nothing

presentation of his cabinet to 
the newly elected West Ger­ 
man parliament. 
This presentation is set for 
next Wednesday. It will be 
followed by a long debate on

Chico Nido, 
a sprawling 
adobe ranch home south of 
Corte Madera, is a monument 
to the cooperative spirit of 
Bob and Phyllis Pavey. Be­ 
tween them, they have made 
every one of its 10,000-plus 
adobe bricks from their own 


jam until its gears froze. Bob 
rebuilt the three horsepower 
motor, and it’s been working 
ever since. 
JU ST TO GIVE an idea of 
the work, they shoveled 
a 
hole big enough for a 26 x 49 
foot swimming pool to build 
their 20 by 30 foot cottage. 
Every shovelful had to be 
sifted by hand, then mixed to 
mud, adding asphalt emulsion 
f o r waterproofing. B r i c k s 
were made two at a time in a 
metal-lined mold which was 
removed immediately. 


They had to dry at least 
three weeks before being laid. 
The Paveys used regular ce­ 
ment mortar to put them to­ 
gether. 
Finally, there was a corner­ 
stone-laying, “Home at Last 
. . . 1947.” They moved into 
their cottage with baby Pam­ 
ela, now aged 10. A year later, 
they drove to Central Ameri­ 
ca. 
Then along came Pete, 
now seven. They translated 
family growing pains into a 
bigger dream—also adobe.

is mortgage-free. It is already 
paid for—the labor over the 
past two years, the materials 
as they could afford them. 
“They think in our culture 
that the house has to be done 
by the carpenter, plumber and 
contractor and that you have 
to pay $90 a month to live in 
it. People think you have to 
follow the plan laid down be­ 
fore us—and you don’t have 
to,” said Phyllis. 
“No one though twe could 
do it,” said Bob. 
“We had 
quite a struggle. I wouldn’t 
recommend that everybody do 
it. It’s a distasteful chore to 
some people. 
“If it’s a chore to ’em and 
they’d rather be out sailing, 
then let ’em sail,” he added. 
IT ALL BEGAN about 11 
years ago when two young 
city dwellers 
decided they 
wanted to build their 
own 
home. They scouted Marin un­ 
til they found an uninhabited 
valley just west of Highway 
101 and south of Corte Ma­ 
dera. They bought three acres 
in the heart of it. 
“There was no one here at 
the time. 
We even had to 
bring our own water over the 
hill,” Bob recalled. 
(Since then, the valley has 
become ringed with a dozen 
or so homes, all listing Fawn 
lane as the address.) 
They 
set out to build a 
three-room cottage (perched 
behind 
the site of the new 
one). 
Having 
decided 
on 
adobe, they had their ruddy 
clay 
analyzed by American 
Bitumuls Co.. procured an old 
bakery dough mixer, bought 
oil from McPhail’s in San Ra­ 
fael and began to make bricks. 
EVERY 
SHOVELFUL 
of 
earth had to be sifted, mixed 
by formula and patted into a 
mold. Then the mold was re­ 
moved and the 
next 
brick 
shaped. 
“ We 
were awfully fuzzy 
about it at first. We’d work all 
day on a batch and come back 
next morning and find them 
broken,” Phyllis said. 
They learned that the bricks 
had to be kept covered the 
first three days. Total cost 
per brick: one-fourth cent. 
They began in the post-war 
years when machinery was 
still hard to get. Their dough 
mixer, which cost $150, had 
been used for making berry

soil, raised the silvery 12-inch 
redwood beams, split dozens 
of redwood logs into shakes 
for the roof and laid all the 
radiant heat piping under its 
concrete floor.

“ I think we’re purists,” said 
Phyllis. “ We like natural ma­ 
terials. 
If we’d lived in an 
area of natural stone, we’d 
probably have used that.” 
THE COTTAGE W AS a sim­ 
ple four-wall structure, with 
it« windows and doors set into 
the bricks. 
This time, they 
went to adobe experts— Com­ 
stock and Associates in Car­ 
mel. Comstock pioneered the 
use of post-and-beam construc­ 
tion. 
The uprights of weathered 
redwood cost nothing. They’re 
discarded railroad ties. 
Although the new home was 
roughly five times the project 
the cottage was, it shaped up 
in about double the time. 
“ I worked every day while 
Bob was at 
work,” 
Phyllis 
said. 
When Pain’s class at Neil 
Cummings School took up 
California 
history, Phyllis 
took 
time 
out 
from 
her 
adobe to go to school and 
show the children how it is 
done. Each one brought dirt 
from his own gardens and 
made miniature bricks to 
build a replica of an early- 
day mission. 
BY THIS TIME, they had | 
a small tractor to help shovel 
brick material out of the near-1 
by slope 
She not only made 
most of the bricks and laid 
them, but made all the shakes 
for the roof, splitting red­ 
wood using a froe to split 
redwood logs, in half, then in 
half 
again 
and 
again. 
On 
weekends, her husband join­ 
ed her. 
“ He’s 
got 
the 
technical 
knowledge. I’m happy if I can 
do straight work like the walls 
or roof and let him do the 
corners. He'd go crazy if he 
had to do the straight work,” 
Phyllis laughed. 
Inside as well as outside 
walls are adobe, by the way. 
FRIENDS PITCHED in from 
time to time, leaving their 
mark 
on 
the 
“ Friendship 
Wall.” Along the hallway to 
the bedroom, a section about 
six feet long was laid of bricks 
made of earth from each of 
their 
gardens, 
each 
auto­ 
graphed while still soft. 
Unusual features have been 
worked in. The slab floor is 
completely underlaid with ra­ 
diant heating. In the bedroom,

Designer Remodels By Master Plan 


“ If people want to remodel 
a house, they should hire an 
architect or designer and get 
a set of plans,” says Fred 
Griffin of Sausalito. “ I think 
that’s true even if you do it 
one room at a time.” 


Griffin, 
an 
architectural 
designer, proved his 
point 
with the Sausalito home he 
has remodeled from a middle- 
aged brown shingle nonenity 
to a contemporary home with 
oriental feeling. 
He and his wife Sally moved 
to Marin from Phoenix a year 
ago, leaving behind a sleek 
ultra-contemporary home of 
white brick. They shopped 
Sausalito for lots— priced up 
to $18,000 
and finally gave 


up finding one within reason. 
The next bet was to buy an 
old house and fix it up.

lot of remodeling jobs for 
clients, but had never done 
it myself.” 


BEFO RE 
DRAW ING

own master plan, Griffin took 
measurements throughout the 
house. After trying three con­ 
tractors and discharging them 
for not doing what he wanted, 
he and wife Sally plunged in. 


Carpenters had by now re­ 
moved the living room wall, 
side wall to kitchen and en-

tire back of the house, show­ 
ing them up. The Griffins 
ripped out the wall next to 
the living room hearth them­ 
selves. The back wall became 
glass with even the bathroom 
opening on a long, narrow 
patio roofed with fiberglass. 
Nine-foot 
ceilings 
w e r e 
“ brought down” by furring 
sheeted in walnut-stained ma­ 
hogany, the element carrying 
outside, as well. This keeps 
plate glass height down to 
seven 
feet 
throughout— be­ 
sides making rooms “cozier.” 
Bedroom ceiling was dropped 
with a box-like frame with 
lamps above shining through 


plastic sheeting. 
The hearth all was replaced 
by a four-foot-deep storage 
wall opening with four doors 
along the hall. 


U N U SU A L materials were

T H E 
SPA C E 
U N D ER the 
deck, originally an unfinished 
half-basement, has been dug 
out, walled in with plywood 
and fitted out for a combina­ 
tion laundry room and shop. 
But the rain seeped through 
the deck. Now. with the fiber­ 
glass roof, and its gutters and 
drain pipe, it can be kept dry. 
Wilson, a commercial artist 
started with “ a crude sketch.” 
“ I wanted to use 4 by 4 up­ 
rights, 4 by 6 headers and 2 
by 4 rafters,” he says. 
H E D ESIG N E D his structure 
to get the most out of the fi­ 
berglass panels with the least 
work. A two-foot overhang 
not only shelters the outside 
steps but brings the deck roof­ 
ing to an even 14 by 20 feet. 
Panels come in 6-foot and 8- 
foot lengths, adding up to his 
total span. 
He spaced the rafters two 
feet 
apart, 
since the fiber­ 
glass comes slightly over two 
feet wide (allowing a 2-inch 
overlap).

mission for a building permit 
and came away with some ad­ 
vice, to boot.

Since the rafters were to 
rest directly on the headers, 
Wilson put 2 by 4 blocking be­ 
tween, giving him something 
solid to which he could nail 
the fiberglas panels.

A Duck Is A Duck Is A Duck . . . 
And Mallard Is Of Wild Species 


To many people the word “duck” is used for two different 
birds, either a wild duck or the domestic variety. Others have 
discovered the name mallard which they use for almost every­ 
thing that even remotely resembles a duck. Just as people 
call any and all hawks “chicken hawks,” they seem to be con­ 
tent with duck as the ultimate name for webbed foot birds. 
There are over 140 species of wild ducks and over 25 kinds 
may be seen in the West. 
The green-winged teal is one of the smaller local ducks 
that is in a group known as surface-feeding ducks because 
they feed by tipping in shallow water for their food. They feed 
on a variety of plant foods such as rice, seeds of grasses and 
weeds, berries, acorns and wild grapes. They also feed on in­ 
sects, crustaceans, worms and snails. Fortunately they seem 
to prefer the plant foods which accounts for their fine tasting 
flesh. 
The green-winged teal is a small duck that averages about 
14 inches in length and is gray in general color with a brown 
head and a white mark in front of the wing. In good light the 
green wing spot, called the speculum, and a green patch on 
the side of the head can be seen. The female isn’t quite as col­ 
orful as the male and is generally speckled brown above and 
whitish below. She also has the iridescent green patch or 
speculum on the wing. 
Like the other surface-feeding ducks, the teal can be seen 
in a variety of habitats but are most common on the smaller 
bodies of water. They spring into the air when frightened 
rather than having to run on the water as do the diving ducks 
in order to take off. The small size and rapid flight of the teal 
will usually serve as good points of distinction when they are 
in a mixed flock of ducks. 
The green-winged teal is a common bird in the duck 
hunter’s bag and usually a welcome one, despite their small 
size, because of their fine flavor.

the company recently added 
three 
others (“Der Rosen- 
kavelier,” “La Traviata” and 
“Aida”) — apparently 
after 
many complaints from the 
public that all of the perform­ 
ances were completely sold 
out before the curtain rose 
for the first time. 
It would be very much ap­ 
preciated if, for the next sea­ 
son, the opera company would 
find a way to make perform­ 
ances available to everybody 
who wants to see them. (In 
Marin, the Music Chest has 
shown the way to make high 
quality concerts open to all. 
In Europe, visitors’ organiza­ 
tions turn the trick.) 


IT IS A generally known 
rule that the more often a 
performance is repeated, the 
lower will be the costs of 
each.

It is another well-known 
fact that American interest in 
every kind of art, including 
music, is constantly growing

THE S.F. OPERA company 
should try harder to meet 
this challenge and become 
more democratic. This need 
not take away any of the

Until recently about the 
only control for grubs was to 
poison the soil with lead ar­ 
senate. This was fairly effec­ 
tive for short periods but had 
the drawback of requiring the 
handling of a virulent poison. 
Some of the newer insecti­ 
cides such as Dieldrin have 
proven effective in the con­ 
trol of this garden pest, Ortho 
Educational Service reports. 
In areas of known infesta­ 
tion, it is a good idea to grub- 
proof the soil before seeding 
a new lawn or turf area. The 
easiest way to apply dieldrin 
is in liquid form through one 
of the approved soil and turf

ivy geranium makes it ideal 
for ground cover in sloping 
areas or along parking strips 
in the mildew areas of Cali­ 
fornia.

The first craze for bulb- 
rooted flowers swept Europe 
during the seventeenth cen­ 
tury and certainly the beauty 
of the flowers offered a solid 
foundation for this enthusi­ 
asm. Bulb-rooted flowers are 
not only lovely but they are 
dependable and undemanding 
as well. Dutch iris have retain­ 
ed their popularity through 
the centuries, becoming es­ 
pecially popular on the Paci­ 
fic Coast since the second 
World War. 
And as the enthusiasm for 
these exciting members of the 
iris family has grown, many 
new varieties have been pro­ 
duced in a wider range of col­ 
ors. The California Associa­ 
tion of Nurserymen says these 
new varieties as well as the 
old favorites are now avail­ 
able in quantity at nurseries. 
DESCRIPTIONS 
OF 
bul­ 
bous iris tend to be rather 
complicated and certainly not 
at all adequate because the 
variegated forms differ in 
shape as well as color of 
markings. 
Repairing to the ancient 
adage of “one picture being 
worth a thousand words,” 
many nurserymen have full- 
color illustrations and photo­ 
graphs of the iris in full 
bloom. 
From these you may choose 


your color scheme with full 
authority. 
You 
may 
also 
choose with assurance be­ 
cause bulbs are so reliable, 
you can count on your blooms 
to be duplicates of those in 
the photographs. 
DUTCH IRIS come in solid 
shades of'blue, yellow and 
white. The variegated forms 
include many shades of these 
hues, plus some related colors 
such 
as 
bronze, yellowish 
greens and mauve. 
These attractive members 
of the iris family make excel­ 
lent cut flowers and the wide 
range of colors makes decor­ 
ating with them easy and 
pleasurable. The f l o w e r s 
should be cut when the first 
spot of color shows, for long­ 
est' indoor bloom; they will 
open 
in 
water 
overnight. 
Leaves should not be taken 
at the time the floweA are 
cut. 
The reason for cutting only 
the flowers and not the leaves 
is that the next year’s success 
is dependent upon the plant 
retaining as much nourish­ 
ment in the bulb as possible. 
If the leaves are cut off, the 
plant will have less food to 
store up. 
IN LANDSCAPING, Dutch 
Iris are particularly well-suit­ 
ed when used in combination 
with other bulbs and with talk 


er plants behind them for 
background. Tulips and ran­ 
unculus in either contrasting 
or complimentary hues are 
wonderfully suited for pair­ 
ing with Dutch Iris. Great suc­ 
cess can be attained with such 
bulb 
combinations, 
if the 
home gardener selects vari­ 
eties and plants with the 
thought of lengthening the 
spring blooming season. 
* 
Dutch Iris are very effec­ 
tive planted as borders with 
other plants; annuals, peren­ 
nials or shrubs. Taller green 
plants provide a wonderful 
background to the light bright 
butterfly-shaped 
f l o w e r s . 
Some suggested plants for use 
with Dutch Iris bulbs are 
candytuft, Shasta Daisies and 
clarkia. 
Once put in the ground, 3 
or 4 inches deep and about 6 
inches apart, the bulbs may 
be left in the ground for years 
in warm winter regions. If 
they are removed at the end 
of the blooming season, they 
should not be kept out of the 
ground more than 2 or 3 
months. 
These undemanding bulbs 
flourish in well-drained, por­ 
ous soil and in full sun. In 
cold areas, such as mountain 
regions, a deep mulch is best 
laid over the planted area to 
keep the bulbs warm.

The big news in color this 
Fall Home Fashions Week is 
monochrome.

KIDS DOZE OFF 


Technique 
From T V 
Aids Medic 


LO S A N G E L E S .l’1— Ever fall 
aNleep in front of a television 
set? Well, a New York doctor 
says he uses a variation of tele­ 
vision’s sleep inducing powers 
to prepare children for sur­ 
gery. 


And it works so well that an 
operation can actually be fu.i 
for youngsters, especially in 
the 9 to 14 age group, Dr. A l­ 
bert M. Betcher of New York’s 
Albert Einstein Medical Col­ 
lege told newsmen this week. 
He said the procedure works 
like this: 


The day beiore the opera­ 
tion, Dr. Betcher meets with 
the patient and encourages the 
youngster to talk freely. The 
next day he puls the child into 
a semihypnotic trance by ask 
ing that he watch a point on 
the wall for a pencil and de­ 
scribe a favorite television pro­ 
gram. 


The young patient usually 
closes his eyes, smiles and re­ 
lives some of the episodes. 
One youngster, a sport fan, 
replayed a baseball game be­ 
tween the Dodgers and the 
New York Giants, reciting each 
pitch and play. 
“ I call this hallucinatory im ­ 
agery,” said Dr. Betcher. He 
said he has used this method 
•n more than 500 children in 
the past year. 
When the child is completely 
involved in this dream world, 
Dr. 
Betcher— using semihyp­ 
notic suggestions— soothes the 
patient's anxieties about the 
operation 
and 
promises 
no 
pain will be felt. 
Then the actual anesthetic 
is administered. 
The procedure results in the 
need for less anesthetic, Dr. 
Betcher said, and posthypnotic 
suggestions that the child will 
feel no pain often eliminated 
the need for sedatives after 
the operation.
